Indeede Labour in many bodies requires 
a more plentifull repaſt, then eaſe: and the ſedentatie 
Gentleman needes not ſo much Meare, as his drudging 


tum nature ſufficiat, non quantum gule placeat ; Not what 
will pleaſe l Tee. t ut what wil content Nature: 
tocatewhata man ſhould, not what hee would. The 
Poore man that loves delicate Cheare, ſhalt not bee 
Wealthy and the Rich man that loues it, ſhall not be 
Healthy.

What is a meſſe 
of Givell, to the Supper of Glory? The Belly is plea- 
ſed, the Soule is loſt , Neuer was any Meate, except the 
forbidden Fruite, ſo dearely bought, as this Broth of 
lab: A Curſe follawed both their feedings, There is 
no Temporall thing without the trouble, though it be 
farre more worthy then the Lentile-Pottage, Hath a man 
good things, hee fearcs to forgoe them: and when hee 
muſt, could either wiſh they had net been ſo good, or a 
lenger poſſeſsion? Hath he euill, they bring griefc;and 
hereither wiſheth them good, or to be rid'of them? So 
that good things trouble vs with feare, euill with ſor- 
row. Thoſe inthe future, theſe in the preſent. Thoſe, be- 
cauſe they ſhall end: theſe, becauſe they doe not end. 
Nothing then can make a man truly happy , but Eter- 
nitie , Pleaſures may laſt a while in this world; but 
they wil grow old with vs, if they doe not die before vs. 
And tlie Staffe of Age is no Pole of eternitie. Hee then 
hath too much of the ſenſuall and Prophane blood of Ea 
in him, that will ſell everlaſting Birt rights and Com- |

way : Filled his Belly, roſe vp to his former Cuſtomes, 
and went his way without a Quid feci?

| added, Hee deſpiſed his Birthright. Hee followed his Plea-' 
ſures without any interception of Sorrow, or interrup- 
tion of Conſcience. His whole life was a circle of ſin- 
| full Cuſtomes z and not his Birthrights loſſe can put 
him out of them. A circular thing implies a perpetuitie 
of motion, according to Mathematicians. It begins 
ſrom all parts alike, et in ſeipſo defimie, endes abſolutely 
in it ſelfe, without any poynt or ſcope obie ctuall to 
inoue to. Earth was Eſaus home; hee lookes after no o- 
ther felicitie: therefore goes his way with leſſe thought 
of an heauenly Birthright, then if hee had miſled the 
Deare hee hunted. It is wicked to ſell-Heauenly things, 
at a great rate of Worldly : but it is moſt wretched to 
vilipend them.
